War and Strong Drink 

Whatever evils may result from 
jfh* "etcm war, tfitiK is no doubt but 
jhat it tS helping to put Strong drink 
in its proper place in the estimation 
_pf theu-orlu. Wtiiave already stated 
that the efficiency of the Russian 
army and the unprecedented pros- 
perity of the Russian peasants, as 
indicated by their increased savings 
bank deposits, is said to be' due to 
.the abolition of vodka. In France 
the- abolition of absinthe has worked 
. winders amongst the troops, and 
the genej'dl feeling- in these two 
countries is that the abolition ol 
these harmful drinks must be per- 
manent. According to the British 
newspapers, the nation is becoming 
;allre to the menace of alcoholic 
liquor; The following is an extract 
.from one press despatch : — 
.' r ; ""Beer and whiskey are among the 
: major curses of this country at the 
present time. They are doing an un- 
usual amount of harm, interfering 
with the quick delivery of war j^'is 
qI all lands. They are, therefore, 
traitorous aud pro-German in ten- 
'dency and In effect Further, they 
art weakening the tenacity which 
wins. The abolition of beer and 
whiskey would be as miraculously 
beneficial to this country, as the 
abolition of vodka, has been in 
Russia." 

r The article goes on to say that:— 
.^ "Beer and whiskey csnnot be abol- 
ished, but ihey can Ac ostracized and 
coW-shouIdered, and the Govern- 
ment can assist in the ostracism. 
The Government can properly give 
aid to the aspirations towards sobri- 
ety which all of us, ever, tipplers and 
drunkards, have in our secret souls. 
Itjs said Mr. Lloyd George has long 
"desired to cut down most drsst;- 
cally the still enormous opportuni- 
ties for idle 'soaking' which the war 
regulations have left us." 

We notice that the British House 
of Commons has given the Govern- 
toent authority to take over the con- 
trol of the entire engineering trade 
. of the country and to place it under 
a combined management for the 
purpose of increasing the output of

There is no pleasure, however, in 
"being had." As to the undeserving 
poor the Scriptures toll us that many 
such received aid. In our work we 
trust we will be able to assist many 
who arc deserving, but we are sure 
to have the other class, whom we 
hope, by the grace of (Jod, to h£t up. 
We try to allcviuic misery, both of 
body aud mind.

Prior to the beginning- of the "■pre- 
sent war the number won by British" 
valnnr" was' five hundred and twenty- 
two, of whicli one hundred wtiVi 
won in the Crimean War, one hun- 
dred and eighty-two in the Indian 
Mutiny; seventy-eight in the Bocf 
War, and the remainder in thirty- 
seven minor wars. 

War beinf a supcrratioual busi- 
ness, we need not be astonished at 
the paradox that a very large pro- 
portion of the total numbcr'of Vic- 
toria Crosses conferred have re- 
warded not valour in killing-, which 
is the kind one thinks of first, but in- 
stances of valour exhibited on the 
field in -saving life 

In the famous ;harge of the Light 
Brigade at tht Battle of Balaclava 
seven Victoria Crosses were won, 
and only one by a commissioned 
officer. He was a lieutenant, who, 
on hearing that one Sergeant Bcnt- 
ly, riding a weak mount, had drop- 
ped behind into the hands of the 
Cossacks, went back alone and fairly 
cut him out of the enemy's maw. On 
the same field Sergeant Farrell and 
Scrgcant-Major Berryman won each 
a C'Os* by taking their wounded 
capt n between them, on a chair 
formed of their hands, and bearing 
hirn through a galUng-Jire 10 safety. 

The deed itself, like the Cross it- 
self, need have no hit "insic value. A 
common soldier's lit: intrinsically is 
worth not very mush. A general 
knows beforehand that it will cost 
several thousand u take a certain 
point, and he cool!; pays that price 
in lives; but in the midst of that 
action an officer m;iy risk his own 
life to save that c' a soldier and 
win the Victoria Ci ass, as Lieuten- 
ant Cecil Maygar did in South 
Africa. 

He had R-allopcd i=ut where it was 
very hot to order the retirement of 
a detached post of cavalry. During 
the retreat a trooper near the Lieu 1
